4-H BOYS TURN

In our club meetings this 
month, I plan to show several 
Pictures and slides of 4-H club 
projects Coffee County club 
members may choose from, In 
my work with boys over the 
years, I have learned that boys 
do better work with projects 
they enjoy. In February, each 
boy will report his project or 
projects to be carried to coni- 
pletion in 1959. I hope parents 
who have boys enrolled in the 
4-H Club program will help 
them decide on their projects, 

Approximately 200 boys re- 
ceived 1500 trees from the In- 
ternational Paper Company in 
Elba, to be planted by members 
in each club. In talking with 
principals and local leaders, we 
discussed the fact that even 
though a boy planted only a 
hundred trees, the experience 
and training received are cer- 
tainly worthwhile. 

4-H Demonstration 

Little things are important in 
growing livestock profitably 
here in Coffee County. Aside 
from plenty of feed and good 
planning, I would like to men- 
tion two or three things which 
can make livestock more pro- 
fitable for our 4-H Club mem- 
ber and farmers, 

This month in all our 4-H 
Club meetings, demonstrations 
will be given on controlling 
worms in pigs and cows and al- 
so controlling lice on both cat- 
tle and pigs. 

To control worms in cattle, 
you can use Phenothiazine inf 
several forms. Be sure to use 
according to the directions cn 
the container, For hogs, you 
can get the worming treatment 
in the feed or use the right a- 
mount of treatment in the wa 
ter. For controlling lice on cat- 
tle and hogs, use wettable DDT 
or wettable Methoxychlor, or 
wettable Toxaphene or wetta- 
ble Lindane. | These nratcrials 
can be found at feed stores and 
other places handling insecti- 
cides,

Etectrie motors do many jobs 
around the farm, Cox points 
out, and will replace man la- 
bor as well as improve or _in- 
crease production, If you don’t 
have many motors around your 
farm, here are some ideas for 
getting the most work out of 
those you have. 


You can usually get better 
service from single phase mo- 
tor on farm lines if it is operat- 
€d at 230 volts rather than 115 
volts, A look at the name plate 
on the motor will tell whether 
it will operate on 230 volts. See 
that the windings are properly 
connected before putting the 
motor on a 280 volt line, says 
Cox, because a motor operating 
on the higher voltage uses only 
one-half the current used by. 
the same motor on 115 volts, 


A motor on either  voltags 
will produce the same power, 
but motors on 115 volts need 
larger wires from the service 
entrance to the motor. Voltage 
shouldn’t drop more than three 
percent while the motor is in 
use, 

Since it takes four to 
times as much current to start 
a motor as it does to keep it, 
running under full load, the 
line should be designed to 
handle the starting current. 

To make a motor do its best 
work, provide it with the pro- 
per size wires to supply the 
voltage and current required.

They may not die suddenly, 
but they will surely fade away, 
Mr. Reed believes.

These comments may be ap- 
plied to any modern conimiun- 
ity.

can be no such thing as reeu-- 
lar customers for a long period!

Any company which hopes to 
maintain itself, even on a static:

Freddy Boswell, 18, and his 
brother, O. C Boswell], Jr.. 16. 
sons of Mr. and Mrs, O. C, Bos- 
well, Sr, 

Deaths Instant 

Marler was driver of the 1956 
mode] car which was traveling 
West when it crashed into the 
bridge posts about 8:30 Pp, m, 
with instant death to three of 
the occupants, The driver, Rex 
Marler, was stil] alive though 
unconscious when police reach- 
ed the scene. He was rushed to 
Enterprise hospita] in a ‘Hayes 
ambulance but was pronounced 
dead upon arrival. 

Police Chie? I, F, Dunaway, 
who investigated the accident 
with Night Chief William Wil- 
liamson, Patrolman Drigvers, 
and Dyess, said the accident 
Was the worst he had seen in 
his 12-year police career, 

The first concrete post was 
broken off and five others bad- 
ly damaged from the impact, 
The automobile was demolished, 
Various estimates of the speed 
of the car, to have done sO 
much damage, were placed a- 
round a hundred miles an hour, 

Fire Put Out 

A Montgomery insurance man 
traveling towards Elba arrived 
at the scene immediately after 
the crash and summoned res- 
cue, He was Glen M, Hudson, 
who said the car burst into 
flames after the crash but were 
extinguished before they had 
time to spread. 

None of the boys attended 
schoo]. Marler was engaged in 
business with his father in the 
Elba Fruit Co. and the other 
boys worked there part-time, A 
fruit truck was due to arrive 
and they were on their way to 
get another boy to help in the 
unloading when the crash oc- 
curred,
